15 4. IN HARFORD COUNTY, SUMMONSES MAY ALSO BE SERVED
16 BY INSPECTORS EMPLOYED BY THE HARFORD COUNTY LIQUOR CONTROL BOARD.

17 (i) If any witness summoned refuses or neglectsto attend, or if
18 attending, refuses to testify, the official issuing the summons shall report the factsto

19 thecircuit court for the county. The court shall proceed by attachment againg the

20 witnessin all respects asif the withess summoned to appear in the court in a case

21 pending before it had neglected or refused to do so.
